Washington, Oct.

navy electronics expert told house 
nvestigators today that radar can 
track rockets and reach the moon

Houchins to 
Appeal 15 
Year Sentence 


Little Rock, Oct. 10 — (IP)—• 
Un- 


less the Arkansas Supreme court 
rules differently, Harold Raymond 
Houchins, 23, must serve 15 years 
in the state penitentiary for the 
Little Rock hotel slaying of Clarks- 
ville businessman-Masonic leader 
Seth L. Reed. 


That was the penalty fixed by the 


jury which convicted Houchins, for- 
mer University of Arkansas medi- 
cal student, early Sunday, of sec- 
ond degree murder. 


Defense Attorney Jack Holt an- 


nounced the verdict would be ap- 
pealed to the Surepme court. 
The state, charging 
Houchins 


robbed nnd beat the 67-year-old 
Reed after they had homosexual 
relations the night of last Nov. 22, 
had sought a first degree murder 
conviction. 


Reed's body was found in 
his 


hotel room the next day. A coroner 
ruled the victim died of a brain 
injury. 


Houchins testified that he struck 


Reed in self defense after the lat- 
ter invited him to a hotel room and 
proposed unnatural sex acts, which 
Houchins denied ever took place. 
The defendant said he left Reed

Czechs Arrest

sons were taken into custody, was

Hits Coal Fields

Violence erupted in 
the 
coal 


strike again today while a threat- 
ening situation developed in 
the 


nationwide steel strike at Inland 
Steel company's plant 
at 
East 
Chicago, Ind. 


In a third big labor dispute, a 
strike threat arose a'gtiinst the na- 
tion's 130 major railroads. 


The brightest spot in the labor 
picture was the 
32-day-old Mis- 


souri Pacific railroad 
strike, 
in 


which negotiations wore resumed 
with "high hopes" of 
settlement 
soon. 


In the coal strike, pickets raid 
:d the non-union A. & M. Coal Co. 
in Clarion county, Pa., setting fire 
;o the mine tipple. State police pa- 
;rolled non-union fields 
in both 


West Virginia and Pennsylvania as 
non-union mines re-opened after a 
weeklong truce. 


In the steel strike, pickets at In- 
and's East Chicago plant were or- 
dered to stand shoulder to shoul- 
der to prevent management 
offi- 
cials from entering or leaving the 
Dlant. 
But 
company 
spokesmen 
said they would continue to enter 
or leave as the occasion required. 


There were indications that the 


government soon might 
intervene 
in an attempt to settle the nation- 
wide steel walkout. Federal Medi- 
ation Director Cyrus S. Ching said 
some action in the stalemate 
is 
"possible" this week. 


In the nationwide rail 
dispute, 


Linion officials representing 110,000 
firemen and enginemcn 
rejected 


the report of a presidential 
fact- 


finding board which opposer! hiring 
an additional fireman for each big 
diesel locomotive. 


The union ordered its diesel com- 


mittee to resume negotiations and 
to take a strike vote "if neces- 
sary."

In the Missouri Pacific walkout, 


negotiations on grievances had re- 
sumed at the request of governors 
of states affected by the utrike. 'A 
railroad spokesman said the

tlement outlook was "promising."

He declined 
the use of his name. 


The union men want to have a 


second fireman on diesel locomo- 
tives; the P r c s i d e n tial board 
turned down the request on Sept. 
19. By law, rail workers are prci- 
venled from walking off the

until 30 days after such a report is 
made.

in modern diploniatic

while India's Prime M i n i s t e r 
Jawaharlal Nehru is in this coun- 
try. 


Hehru, a proud and 
handsome 


figure, told his people before' leav- 
ing that he would come here with 
nothing to buy or sell, but hoped 
to learn a lot. Ho is simply on a 
goodwill mission. Those who know 
him well say Nehru is far 
too 


lofty to ask for handouts for his 
newly-freed and troubled country, 
and lhat American diplomats prob- 


know better than -to try- - to 
n'cssurc him. " 


Western powers nnd 
the 


Russian bloc have wooed his slra- 
ilegically important nation, which 
sprawls with its 300,000,000 people 
just a few miles below the Soviet 
xirder. 


Nehru has declared frankly that 


he wants no part in the world's 
Mwcr polilics — he doesn't want 
nis country to become a battlefield 
for somebody else's war. He saw 
what the cnqucring Japanese and 
the 
reconquering 
Allies 
did in 
Burma. 


How long, and to what degree, 


India will stay neutral is much dis- 
cussed by diplomats. The 
West 


clearly hopes Nehru will get 
a 


good impression on this, his first 
visit to the United States. It hopes 
a better mutual understanding will 
result from the tour, which also 
will carry him twice into Canada, 
and that if he ever swings, 
it 


will be toward the West. 


The average Indian is inclined 


to like Amcricans> as individuals. 


But he harbors a resentful feeling
